Washington (fl —Secretary 


of State Dean Rusk voiced 
strong hope Friday thai the 
world's n u c l e a r powers-

France and Red China—soon 
will move toward an agree- 
ment to ban the spread of 
atomic arms. 


At a news conference, Rusk 


spoke of a "central underly- 
ing- attitude" a m o n g the 
nuclear nations that atomic 
"proliferation

and undesirable." 


"I hope very much that we 


can move towards a nonpro- 
liferation treaty and prompt- 
ly," he said. Such a pact has 
been discussed at length at 
the drawn-out 
Geneva 
dis- 


armament conference. 


Nuclear newcomers France 


and Communist China are not 
at the Geneva talks, and Rusk 
did 
not 
specify 
how 
they 


might be swung into an agree- 
ment. But he declared pro- 
gress could come speedily if 
"irrelevant" issues like Viet 


Nam are kept out of disarma- 
ment discussions. 


Rusk said also: 
—The United States is con- 


sidering recognizing the pro- 
Russian Asian state of Outer 
Mongolia. 


—He has ordered an investi- 


gation of the State Depart- 
ment's procedures in forward- 
ing to U. S. embassies of FBI 
requests for special watches 
on certain American citizens 
traveling abroad.

able to machine-milk their 
cows by converting the vac- 
uum built up in the intake 
manifold of a tractor engine, 
according to C. W. Nibler, 
Extension dairyman at t h e 
University of Nebraska.

this technique, county agents 
in affected counties are fa- 
miliar with the procedure, 
and should be contacted, Uni- 
versity of Nebraska special- 
ists said.

what Impression is being made upon young 
people being addressed by a panel of Peni- 
tentiary inmates. That may seem like a 
strange kind of panel to be presenting any- 
thing to youth audiences but the idea be- 
hifld, it is a good one. It is hoped that 
•through an insight into the practical ends 
'of crime, young people will come to see 
such a life as one to be diligently avoided. 


There should be little doubt of the an- 


'• dlence's getting that idea. Also, some of 


the young people ad- 
dressed by this panel 
might b e c o m e im- 
pressed with s o m e - 
thing else. It is n o t 


.the purpose of the panel to espouse any 
• cause of its own but it can hardly help but 


do so. In one of its latest appearances, for 
instance, one panel member said he would 
probably return to drinking when he got 


: out of the Penitentiary and another indicat- 


ed he would return to thievery. Said the 
thief: "It's all I know how to do. A crim- 
inal actually is not even any good to him- 
self." 


Obviously, this should impress young 


people to slay away from a life of crime. 
But it is also a rather pathetic situation 
from the point of view of the criminal. What 
so many of them feel is the total destruc- 
tion of their life as a result of the mis- 
takes they made. 


In the case of crimes of violence, there 


are many things to consider but crimes 
against society are of another matter. It 
is a sad thing that a man who has com- 
mitted a single crime against society can 
find no escape from the consequences of his 
act. Once he commits a robbery. foYgcs 
a check, steals a car or something else 
along that line, he has a tremendous ob- 
stacle to overcome. 


If he would like to change his life and 


become a constructive member of society, 
it is an awful thing that he cannot do so. 
It is an awful thing that a man in prison 
for thievery would go back to that after 
his release simply because it was all he 
knew. He might have added that it was 
all he could do, not just from a vocational 
point of view but from the point of view of 
society. This is a total waste of humanity 
and-a great "expense and threat to society. 
How" much better it would be if the man 
who had made a mistake in life could 
eventually pick up the pieces and make 
a new start. Some of them can and do but 
we~5till have a long way to go in saving 
all those who could be saved. Far too

many still arc doomed as a result of one 
mistake. We never permit them to profit 
from the mistake they made because we 
deny them a living for the rest of time. 


We luck the menns of training them, 


although we are making good progress In 
this direction. More Important, 
we 
luck 


public acceptance of the man with u crim- 
inal record. Unfortunately, then* lias been 
no way found to guarantee the future be- 
havior of (he man with u criminal record. 
He can never be released with a guaran- 
tee that he will not coin in it another crime. 
Thus, he finds employment difficult because 
people are not sure he will not commit an- 
other crime. While this can be understood, 
It docs eliminate a second chance for the 
man who has reformed and would never 
commit another crime. 


* 
For such a man, his punishment is 


twofold. He must pay for what he has 
done by serving a prison sentence and he 
must live with the knowledge that crime 
could well be the only door that ever again 
opens to him. Certainly, all 
of society' 


shares some of the responsibility for this. 


The 111:111 himself Is not absolved of his 


responsibility but he can be held account- 
able only for those things over which he 
has some control. A man sitting in his liv- 
ing room reading the newspaper is not held 
accountable for the accident that takes 
place In front of his home. A little of this 
kind of thing is involved with the man with 
a prison record. 


If he is given no chance to make a 


productive life for himself, he can hardly 


he held responsible foi 
failing to do so. This 
doesn't mean he is ex- 
cused for any further 
crime he commits but 


it does mean that we should make a great- 
er effort to solve this problem. We can find 
nothing of benefit in the situation that closes 
to a Convict all chance of making anything 
of himself. Right or wrong, he will turn to 
crime as a last resort, knowing full well 
that the- end result will only be another 
term in a penitentiary somewhere. T h i s 
means a wasted human life and an ex- 
pense to society. 


The man must then be supported by 


public funds and society lias succeeded only 
in subjecting itself to the threat of further 
violence. There is no gain in the process 
for anyone. It seems that we have ad- 
vanced too far in too many fields to let 
a problem such as this continue to plague 
us. We should make a much greater effort 
than we do to find the answer, to find 
the ultimate in rehabilitation.

The Consumer's Job 


The Christian Science Monitor is edi- 


torially upset by the lack of firmness in 
Washington over bills to protect the con- 
sumer. It has in mind the "Truth in Pack- 
aging and Labelling" and the "Truth in 
Lending" types of legislation. 


It notes that both ex-President Kenne- 


dy and President Johnson have admonished 
Congress to do something about it. But 
Congress has not acted. 


Such movements are really an indict- 


ment of the American public. They are not 
in the character of the original pure food 
and drug laws. Those laws went to the 
source. They saw to it that a satisfac- 
tory grade product was prepared for sale. 
They kicked narcotics out of patent mcui- 
cine, .They made the food producer clean 
up shop and use materials that even the 
most fastidious would say were wholesome 
arid satisfactory. 


But these new movements are really 


aimed at protecting the consumer against 
himself. That is not very complimentary 
to the consuming public. 


The Truth in Lending laws do not at- 


tempt to limit changes for loans. They only 
propose to tell the borrower actually how 
much he is paying for the service. To 
anyone who will use his mind at all it 
is a simple matter. He need only to ascer- 
tain the amount of money he is going to 
get and then determine by simple addi- 
tion how much lie is required to pay back. 
Subtracting the lesser from the greater will 
tell him in dollars how much the loan is 
going to cost. Then he can make up his 
mind whether or not to borrow. This 
is something a law cannot do for him. 


A little mental self-control will prevent 


the average consumer from being swept 
away by a gaudy package or an enthusias- 
tic claim. If he isn't going to practice that, 
there is not much that can be done.

gospel message and social reform, between 
spiritual insight and the emancipation cf 
mankind. Differences of viewpoint come 
on questions of implementation; they are 
differences of degree and of method "more 
than of character or of goal. 


Yet the present-day situation is raising 


new questions about the relevance of the 
churches to social needs. What is t 'i c 
challenge they face? The growth of human 
knowledge seems to offer promise t h a t 
secular man can solve social ills out of 
his own wisdom and organize a collective 
paradise on earth. The new god of our 
times seems to be mortal man's growing 
belief that he can master his environment 
all by himself—not only through the ex- 
plosion of scientific knowledge but also 
through burgeoning techniques of s o c i a 1 
management and economic affluence. Have 
the sociologist, the psychiatrist, the public 
administrator, the family counselor and 
the social engineer taken away the social 
role of the church? What more can the 
churches contribute? 


While man may have a growing capa- 


city to dominate his environment, it lias 
become a truism that he obviously has 
not yet Icar.icd to dominate himself. Wheth- 
er his inventions will liberate him or ob- 
literate him depends upon what goes on 
in his thoughts. This is the field where the 
churches must do their crucially impor- 
tant work. The onrush of technology and 
milcmatlon has not reduced the need for 
this work but has actually increased its 
relevance and its significance.

Continental r i g jackknifed, 
hurling it against the side of 
Lorenzen's truck, and brakes 
on the rig might not have 
been operating properly, the 
high court said. 


The jury awarded $85,368 


for the death.

This deal occurred in the 


finals of the board-a-match 
championship p l a y e d in 
Phoenix in 1962. It created 
a mild stir in the scoring 
room because 
the 
North- 


South pair on one team sent 
in a score of plus GOO points 
while ihcir teammates at the 
other table, holding the East- 
West cards, also sent in a 
score of plus 600 points. 


The official scorer quite 


naturally thought that a mis- 
take had been made at one 
table or the other, but, upon 
investigation, it turned o u t 
that both scores were cor- 
rect. 


At the first table. S o u t h 


arrived at three notrump af- 
ter North had made use of 


the Stayman convention. This 
contract should have been de- 
feated, but the declarer was 
accorded unusually friendly 
treatment by the defense and 
wound up with a total of nine 
tricks. 


West led the king of spades 


Declarer won it and returned 
a spado, taken by the queen. 
When West shifted to a dia- 
mond, South took the ten with 
the jack, cashed the A-K, and 
returned 
a 
low diamond. 


West took the queen and led 
a heart, the queen losing 
to the king. Eventually, South 
made two spades, two hearts, 
four diamonds and a club 
for a score of 600 points. 


At the second table, t h e 


bidding started exactly the 
same way, but when North 
responded two clubs, E a s t 
doubled for lead purposes. 
Agzin three notrump played 
by South became the con- 
tract, but at this table West 
led the queen of clubs, which 
East could afford to over- 
take with the king to force 
out tlie ace and establish 
the clubs. 


The declarer did not play 


the hand well; he started out 
by losing four clubs, t w o 
spades and a heart. Late in 
the play he also got desper- 
ate and tried a diamond fi- 
nesse, but West had bared 
his queen by this time and 
was now also able to cash 
the 9-8 of hearts and put de- 
clarer down six—600 points.

It is his life and he should be 
willing to put forth the neces- 
sary effort to make it a suc- 
cessful one. especially if oth- 
ers are willing to help.
